Mr, Crainmax. By whom? : . 

Mr. Marcy. By the public at large, by the world at large Radio 
Liberation is supposed to be a group of intelligent American citizens 
who are trying to liberate people behind the Iron Curtain, - 

As a practical matter it receives its funds from the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency. : 

The Crramarax. Then legally is it 2 Government Agency? 

Mr. Marcy. Yes. When you say “legally” in the subversive legal 
sense it is, yes. . 

‘The Crrairaax. Suppose someone should bring a suit. against them ? 

Mr, Mancy. Well, I suppose if it were fought out in the courts that 
Radio Liberation would look like a private philanthropic organization, 
a private organization engaged in broadcasting behind the Iron 
Curtain. : 

The Ciramaran. Ts it just a partnership or is ita corporation ? 

Senator, it is operated by what is called the Ameriean 
Committee for Liberation. I do not see any indication in its title that 
it is an incorporation. 

The Crramsran. It makes a lot of difference as to what its legal

Mr. Marcy. I do not think it does for this particular operation, for 
this particular transaction. I think the main question is whether this 
Conimittee wants to approve or indicate that it has no objection I 
would say to Radio Liberation purchasing these transmitting facili- 
ties from U.S. Information Agency, which has been declared surplus.
